JEFFERSON, Ila., Dee. 16-=(8pecial)—A
digtriet court in lown has knocked out the
theory that liqguor bills cannot be collected
In this state. 1t appears that a Kentueky
whisky dealer placed in the hands of an at-
torney a bill for liguors solil to a retall
dedler in & county where the mmlet law
was in foree. Courts have herctofore stead-
fustly held that bills for stocks of liguor
vould not be collected by process of law,
This attarney struck a new lead, went into
the district court with the allegation that
